Voluminous documents and files were seized as a result 
of the raid. The ERP had gathered information concerning over 1700 
Argentine Army officers, which included name, rank, residence and 
assignment. Much of the information regarding the aforementioned 
Argentine Army officers was several years out of dat. In addition, 
documents were discovered indicating that the ERP had gathered 
information against personnel of various embassies in Argentina 
including the United States, Great Britain, Australia, Canada, 

France and Sweden, 


Information concerning the U. S. Embassy related to 
JOSEPH DODSON, the former Agricultural Attache, General RICHARD 
ALLEN, the former Milgrp Commander, and Captain RAYMOND FORD, the 
former Naval Attache. All of these individuals departed post several 
years ago. Also included in the ERP material was a report setting 
forth the results of a casing operation against the residence of an 
unidentified U, S. Embassy individual, who held the rank of First 
Secretary and resided at Calle Dr, Guillermo Rawson 3271, La Lucila. 
This individual apparently had a son, who was missing his left arm 
as a result of a birth defeet. The identity of thjls individual cannot 
be immediately established through available Embassy records, 

The source made available photostatic copy of material 
taken from the ERP intelligence files relating to the aforementioned 
U. S. Embassy personnel. This photostatie copy will be retained in 
my office for future reference.

After CEJAS and GALANENA had been assassinated, their 
bodies were cemented into one large storage drum and thrown 
into the Rio Lujan near Puente Colorado in San Fernando, Buenos 
Aires Province. The location where the two bodies were dumped 
had been used in the past to dispose of other bodies by the 
State Secretariat for Information (SIDE). The bodies of CEJAS 
and GALANENA were recovered on or about 10/14/76 by members of 
the San Fernando Volunteer Fire Department and frog men fromthe 
National Maritime Prefectura. Because CEJAS and GALANENA had been 
immersed in water for such a considerable period of time facilitat 
ing rapid decomposition, it is doubtful that they will be identi¬ 
fied. At the time CEJAS and GALANENA were recovered, several 
other bodies, apparent victims of SIDE operations, were also 
recovered from the Rio Lujan at the same approximate location./

IN 1962 HE WAS ARRESTED BY THE FEDERAL POLICE OF ARGENTINA 
FOR TAKING PART IN A VIOLENT UNION CONFLICT AT THE IKA-RENAULT AUTO¬ 
MOBILE FACTORY. IN 1969 HE TOOK PART AND ORGANIZED WIDESPREAD CIVIL 
DISORDERS IN CORDOBA. IN 197-, HE WAS ARRESTED BY ARGENTINE SECURITY 
FORCES WHEN ARMS AND EXPLOSIVES WERE FOUND IN THE LIGHT AND POWER 
UNION HEADQUARTERS IN CORDOBA WHILE HE WAS PRESENT. DURING 1971 HE 
DEFENDED NUMEROUS DETAINED ARGENTINE GUERRILLAS. ON MARCH 24, 1976, 

AN ARREST WARRANT WAS ISSUED FOR HIM BY THE ARGENTINE MILITARY GOVERN¬ 
MENT. AT THE BEGINNING OF SEPTEMBER 1976, HE, ACCOMPANIED BY ROCA, 
CLANDESTINELY TRAVELED TO EUROPE. (U) 

RODOLFO JOSE PUIGGROS - IN 19*6, HE JOINED THE CPA. IN 1934 HE 
WAS A CANDIDATE FOR ELECTION TO THE CPA COUNCIL IN ROSARIO, SANTA FE 
PROVINCE. IN 1936, HE WAS AMONG THE FOUNDERS OF THE NEWSPAPER 
"ORIENTACION," A COMMUNIST PUBLICATION. DURING 1936 HE ALSO WAS A 
DIRECTOR OF THE CPA WEEKLY NEWSPAPER "HOY.” ON SEPTEMBER 11, 1942, 

HE WAS ARRESTED FOR DISORDERLY CONDUCT DURING A DEMONSTRATION ORGANIZED 
BY THE "ASSOCIATION OF FRIENDS OF RUSSIA." IN 1947 HE RESIGNED FROM 
THE CPA AND FOUNDED A GROUP KNOWN AS "WORKING CLASS," WHICH HAD 
TROTSKY ITE TENDENCIES. IN 195$ HE WAS A FOUNDER OF THE "COMMUNI ST {JJ} 
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WORKERS MOVEMENT" AND BEGAN TO ACTIVELY ATTEMPT TO DRAW CLOSER TO THE 
PERONIST MOVEMENT. ON APRIL 16, 1963, HIS ARREST WAS ORDERED BY THE 
ARGENTINE GOVERNMENT FOR INTERFERING IN THE ELECTORAL PROCESS. BETWEEN 
THE YEARS 1966 AND 1970 HE WAS A FUGITIVE IN ARGENTINA. DURING THIS 
PERIOD HE WAS A MEMBER OF THE "COMMITTEE FOR SOLIDARITY WITH THE 
BOLIVIAN REVOLUTION." ON MAY 29, 1973, HE WAS DESIGNATED THE RECTOR 
OF BUENOS AIRES UNIVERSITY, WHERE HE ENCOURAGED SERIOUS MARXIST 
INFILTRATION TO TAKE PLACE. ON SEPTEMBER 7, 1.976, HE SPOKE AT A 
CONGRESS HELD IN PARIS, FRANCE, AT THE LAW FACULTY OF THE UNIVERSITY 
OF PARIS(JV)(IJ) 

SOURCE ADVISED THAT HIS SERVICE WAS PREOCCUPIED THAT SUCH WELL- 
DOCUMENTED COMMUNISTS AND/OR TERRORISTS WOULD BE ALLOWED TO ENTER 
THE UNITED STATES WHERE THEY WOULD BE FREE TO CONTACT UNITED STATES 
SUBVERSIVE ORGAN IZA TIONS (U)
